He shaded 1:10 at 6 furlongs, 1:22 at 7 furlongs, and raced 
a mile in 1:35 2/5. But he wasn’t versatile—he needed a certain jockey. The long-hold,. sit-still 
style of Johnny Adams fitted him perfectly. The two teamed up on 24 occasions. They returned 
to the winner’s circle 10 times, including after the Myrtlewood H. and the Skokie H. They were 
second five times, third four times and fourth twice. They were out of the money only three times. 
Unfortunately Adams wasn’t always available when *Coffee Money raced. 

Altogether *COFFEE MONEY won 15 races, more than $80,000.

Plans are being completed for the syn- 
dication of Mrs. P. A. B. Widener II’s 
brilliant young stallion Polynesian, second 
ranking sire of 1953. 

His ownership is being divided into 32 
shares, worth $17,500 apiece. a total value 
of $560,000. Mrs. Widener will retain ten 
shares and will sell the remaining 22. No 
other member of the syndicate will be 
allowed more than one share. 


Polynesian will continue to stand at the 
Gallaher Farm of Ira Drymon, Lexing- 
ton. Drymon, who has assisted Mrs. Widen- 
er with the syndication. will continue to 
manage the stallion. 


By press time Wednesday. January 13. 
contracts for the sale of 18 of the 22 
shares had been assured. Shares will go 
to Alfred Vanderbilt. George D. Widener.

2-year-olds raced in 1951, included the 
stakes-winning fillies Thataway and Tonga. 
Native Dancer came along the next year, 
and, with the stakes winners Tahiti and 
Tahitian King, put Polynesian eighth on 
the list of leading sires of 1952. In 1951, 
Polynesian had six winners of $91.515; 
in 1952, he had 19 winners of $424,692. 

Last year was Polynesian’s best at stud. 
Native Dancer had a $500,000 year, Tahi- 
tian King won again, and three new stakes 
winners—Banquet Bell, Imbros, and 
Beachcomber—helped place him second to 
Bull Lea on THe Bioop-Horse’s year-end 
sire list. He had 26 winners of $707.062 
in first money in 1953, 


*Hypnotist Il to Canada 


*Hypnotist II, a 17-year-old stallion by 
Hyperion—Flying Gal, by *Sir Gallahad 
III. this week was sold by Belair Stud to 
Coburn Johnson. of Winnepeg. Canada. 
The horse will be shipped from A. B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky., 
where he has been standing, to Johnson’s 
farm for the current breeding season. 

*Hypnotist II is the second Belair Stud 
stallion to be sold recently. Two weeks 
ago. Black Tarquin was sold to a syndi- 
cate of Irish breeders. 


*Hypnotist II was bred in England and 
raced there for three seasons. He made 
seven starts and won three stakes, the 
Derby Trial. the King Edward VII. and 
the March Stakes. 

Brought to the United States for stud 
duty, his first foals reached the races in 
1945. Through 1953, he had sired 100 win- 
ners of more than $1,500,000. His best 
performers have been Hypnotic, Stunts, 
and Hyphasis. all good stakes winners. 
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SIRES OF WINNERS IN 1953 


In 1953, for the second consecutive year, 
Calumet Farm’s great stallion Bull Lea 
was the leading sire in the U. S. He had 
44 winners of $789,159 in first money, 
enough to put him a breath ahead of Mrs. 
P. A. B. Widener’s Polynesian, which had 
26 winners of $707,062. 

The biggest gain over 1952 records was 
that made by the syndicated Roman, which 
climbed from 16th in 1952 to third in 
1953, principally on the big winnings of 
his two best 2-year-olds, Hasty Road and 
Queen Hopeful. 

Excepting three imported stallions new 
to the list of leaders, the top sires of 
1953 all had been in the first 20, or near 
it, in previous years. The imported sires 
on the list for the first time are Rex Ells- 
worth’s *Khaled, Warner L. Jones Jr.’s 
*Royal Gem II, and the syndicated, recent 
arrival, *Royal Charger. 

A total of 1,944 stallions are represent- 
ed on the list which follows, 26 more than 
were accounted for in 1952, The progeny 
of these stallions earned $46,324,900, near- 
ly $5,000,000 more than the total earnings 
in 1952. There were 30,068 races last year, 
1,122 more than in 1952. 

If the total first money had been divided 
equally among the 1,944 stallions, each 
sire would have been represented by earn- 
ings of $23,829, and each winner would 
have won $3,536 in first-place money. It 
didn’t work that way, however, for the 900 
winners of the 20 leading sires earned 
$8,675,776, an average of $9,640 each; and 
the average earnings credited to each 
stallion was $433,789. Saying it another 
way, 1 per cent of all of the stallions earn- 
ed 28.7 per cent of the total money. 

In the following summary is shown the 
name of each stallion which sired a win- 
ner in North America during 1953. His 
birth year and the name of his sire are 
given, followed by the number of winners 
to his credit, the number of races won, and 
total first money won. Superior figures in- 
dicate dead heats. Foreign stallions are 
identified in parentheses as follows: (S.A.)

On August 15, 1953, two good 2-year- 
olds engaged in a stirring stretch contest 
at Saratoga. The race was the Saratoga 
Special, and the two colts were Llangol- 
len Farm’s Porterhouse and Cain Hoy 
Stable’s *Turn-to. During the late run, as 
the two were going at each other hammer 
and tongs, Porterhouse began to bear out 
a little, and his jockey’s whip seemed to 
interfere with the other runner; so, al- 
though Porterhouse won by a half-length, 
officials gave the race to *Turn-to and 
moved Porterhouse to last. 

In any case, the race was neck and neck 
until Eric Guerin waved his whip too close 
to the other horse. A lot of people after 
the race guessed it would have been even 
closer had it not been for that whip. 

John B. Campbell, official handicapper 
for The Jockey Club, apparently thought 
so, too. for when he assigned weights last

week for his annual Experimental Free 
Handicap he gave Porterhouse and *Turn- 
to equal and top assignments of 126 
pounds. 


Two pounds lower, at 124. he put Hasty 
Road, the world’s richest 2-year-old. and 
Artismo, which ran second (by 3% lengths.) 
to Porterhouse in the Belmont Futurity. 
Fisherman, Errard King. and Double 
Speed, unbeaten in California. were next 
in line with 121 pounds. 


The best fillies in Mr. Campbell’s handi- 
cap are Evening Out, 118 pounds; Miz 
Clementine. 115; and Queen Hopeful. 113. 
Considering a five-pound sex allowance, 
this would move Evening Out to the fifth 
spot. ahead of Fisherman. 

In allowing weights for his year-end 
appraisal of the season’s best 2-year-olds, 
Campbell has a race at 144 miles upper-

most in mind, although in practical appli- 
cation each horse is eligible, at weights set 
by Campbell, for Jamaica’s two Experi- 
mental Free Handicaps in April, at six 
furlongs and 1,); miles. 


This year was the first since 1946 that 
two horses were assigned equal top weight, 
The greatest burden ever imposed was 132 
pounds assigned to Count Fleet in 1942. 
Bimelech. 1939; Alsab, 1941; and Native 
Dancer. 1932, each drew 130 pounds, The 
Experimental dates to 1933, when the late 
Walter S. Vosburgh rated the first group 
of 2-year-olds, After Vosburgh’s death 
Campbell took over the chore and hasn't 
missed a year since 1935. 


There were 105 2-year-olds, including 
31 fillies. on Campbell’s handicap this 
year. These were bred by 80 different 
breeders. from 75 different sires.

An English Viewpoint 


(From D. Oram, 30 Grantham Road, 
Brighton, 6, Sussex, England) 


With the “invasion” by English horses 
of American races, I thought your readers 
would like to have news of it from the 
English point of view. We have these chal- 
lenges from both the Irish and the French 
and usually, in the end, we extricate our- 
selves. The big thing is that this welcomed 
competition keeps our racing healthy and 
stops anybody from becoming complacent 
and under any false illusions, This past 
year for instance has been a good one for 
the Irish. Good luck to them. 


I think the best way to start this letter 
is to go back, from the English point of 
view, to the ill-fated Papyrus—Zev race, 
or rather match. When one thinks back 
this match should never have been made. 
You see, as this race was run in America, 
the conditions were all against Papyrus; 
similarly if it had been run in England 
the odds would have been against Zev. 
The point of my mentioning this fact is 
that many English owners and trainers 
have never forgotten it and would not 
repeat the error again. Now I think things 
are: different for some very good reasons 
that I shall mention later, 


About four to five years ago I wrote to 
our then Minister of Agriculture and 
suggested to him that he should do all he 
could to encourage the sending of English 
horses to America. He may have indirectly 
helped, especially with the currency diffi- 


culties, but I think that I will come to the 
first of my suggested reasons for the 
change that has certainly come about, I 
believe first it was due to the wise vision 
of an American, or Americans, that intro- 
duced the “invitation” style of race. The 
success of Wilwyn in 1952 opened English 
eyes to the possibilities. Point No, 2 was 
the drive and energy of Mr. Ray Bell (a 
very popular visitor on English race 
courses by the English crowds) with his 
Windy City and *The Pie King. (May I 
say the ‘best 2-year-old at six furlongs in 
the British Isles.) Our horse *Royal Seren- 
ade, a fine 1953 American winner (who 
should have a good career as a stallion), 
following on the heels of *Noor, was a good 
advertisement for the horses from these 
parts. No. 3 reason—the wise policy of 
your authorities in encouraging turf 


courses and the enterprise of the execu- 
tives of the various race tracks in carrying

it out. Frankly I should like to see rep- 
resentatives of the Jockey Clubs in Aus- 
tralia, France, Ireland, Italy, America, and 
England meet together so that international 
races are run on turf courses with a stand- 
ard style of starting gate for such a race. 
In these days of very fast planes it is 
possible to fly horses to any of these coun- 
tries without loss of condition. By the way, 
while dealing with race courses, I shall 
be interested to hear from the officials of 
the turf courses whether they have any 
means of watering their race courses to 
keep them in perfect condition, This is 
done at Ascot and a few other courses. 

At the recent Gimcrack dinner held at 
York this year, Mr, Ray Bell said, “On 
the whole, the horses sent to America from 
Britain have fared well in competition 
there. but I feel the results might be better 
and more immediate were there more sim- 
ilarity in the training and care of horses’ 


hoofs here and in the United States. In 
some instances it is months before the im- 
ported horse grows the sort of hoof suitable 
for racing on our sand surfaces. I believe 
more of your yearlings and horses in 
training would be acceptable to American 
buyers if the average breeder or trainer 
paid more attention to such details.” Will 
some kind American reader enlighten me 
on this very important subject by sending 
a letter direct to me dealing fully with 
Mr. Bell’s point? 

The English flat race season ends in 
the middle of November, and, if circum- 
stances permit, I should like to see four 
of our leading jockeys (say brothers Eph 
and Doug Smith and Manny and Joe 
Mercer) to be invited to come over to 
ride on your California courses in 1954-55 
—i. e. in the closed English flat race sea- 
son. When one remembers how these 
jockeys ride in the English Derby with 


the slope, and the left-hand Tatterham 
course to contend with an Epson, I feel 
sure they would soon settle down in Amer- 
ica. You see our courses are so different 
from each other, and it is this individual- 
ity that brings out the very best in our 
jockeys, They are always delighted to take 
on any jockey who would like to challenge 
them in England. 

In closing this letter, may I please ask 
just two favors? They are 1) Will race 
secretaries kindly send direct to me their 
race entry books for 1954, and, if it is 
possible, I should like them to put me on. 
their regular mailing list; 2) Could own- 
ers or secretaries in charge of racing studs 
please send direct to me any booklets they 
issue concerning studs and stallions they 
have standing? 

If these two requests could be carried 
out, it would help me to keep up with the 
American race scene,

Frosty Dawn was bred by Mrs. Ann Peppers at 
her Merryman Farm, Moreno, Calif. She began 
racing for Miss Anita King and Gus Luellwitz, 
and in their colors won the Del Mar Debutante 
Stakes last summer. After the race, however, it was 
discovered that Frosty Dawn was not eligible for 
the stakes, so the purse was redistributed. 

Frosty Dawn was ineligible to race for about one 
month after the Debutante because Luellwitz, who 
was suspended for his part in the incident, refused 
to sell his half-interest.

Willie Dreams of Guns, Game, 
But Silbert Keeps Him Racing 


Los ANGELES 

William Lee Shoemaker, a quiet kid 
from Texas, has just completed a fantastic 
year in racing. He booted home 485 win- 
ners to eclipse the old jockey record by 
95, and Turf writers described him in 
adjectives that once were reserved for the 
likes of Georgie Woolf, Eddie Arcaro, La- 
Verne Fator and Isaac Murphy. 

The Associated Press voted Willie the 
third best athlete of the year in the United 
States, ranking only Ben Hogan and Rocky 
Marciano above him. Which perhaps 
proves that more sports writers cover golf 
and boxing than horse racing. In this re- 
porter’s estimation, you have to go all the 
way back to the Golden Era—when Bobby 
Jones, Bill Tilden, Babe Ruth, and Jack 
Dempsey were in their prime—to find any 
sports feat comparable to Shoemaker’s 
record in 1953. 

In collecting his 485 winners, Shoemake1 
rode 255 days of the year. His mounts 
earned $1,784,187, second only to the 
$1,859.591 earned by Arcaro’s in 1952. 
His winning percentage for the year was 
.288. one of the highest in history. Willie 
rode at nine different tracks, won at each 
of them. He won his first race of the year 
at Santa Anita Park on Bob Away, and 
got his final winner of the year at Santa 
Anita on Mercenary. 

He scored 69 of his triumphs at Santa 
Anita, where the riding competition is 
among the toughest in the country. He 
picked up one winner at Churchill Downs 
and one at Caliente, 91 at Tanforan, 97 at 
Hollywood Park, 73 at Del Mar, four at 
Las Vegas, 86 at Golden Gate Fields, and 
63 at Bay Meadows. 

Willie booted home six winners on three 
different occasions—on April 4 at Bay 
Meadows, on June 20 at Hollywood Park, 
and on October 10 at Golden Gate. On 
six days he had five or more winners; 30 
times he had four or more; and on 77 
days he had three or more. Shoemaker was 
shut out only 29 days during the year. 

Since booting home the filly Shafter V., 
the first winner of his career on April 20, 
1949, at Golden Gate Fields, Willie has 
accepted 6,895 mounts and won 1,664 
races (to the end of 1953). His lifetime 
percentage is .24, 

So much for statistics. Personally, Wil- 
lie is a nice, quiet, 22-year-old youngster 
whe likes golf and television and dreams 
one day of hunting big game in Africa. He 
dotes on action fiction in which lions, 
tigers and elephants are stalked on every 
page. Two years ago he bought a shotgun. 


but he hasn’t fired it yet. He shoots golf 
in the 80’s, and plays at every opportunity. 

Shoemaker is known as the sphinx of 
the jockey’s room. He seldom has much to 
say, on or off the track. He is quick to 
praise a fellow jockey; and, on the other 
hand, he never criticises anyone. Shoe- 
maker still lives by the rule that if you 
can’t find something nice to say, say 
nothing. He never breaks the rule. 

As far as I know, Willie has only one 
dislike—his own name. He was born Billy 
Lee Shoemaker, and he hates to be called 
Billy. Long ago he changed it to William. 
(This was supposed to have been more 
masculine.) His closest friends, his agent 
Harry Silbert and most of the owners and 
trainers he rides for, call him Bill. On the 
sports pages of the nation, however, he 
is known as Willie. Asked which he pre- 
fers, Shoemaker answers. “It doesn’t mat- 
ter.” 

But don’t, whatever you do. call him 
Billy. 

Shoemaker’s spectacular success in 
racing has brought him wealth that only 
a few years ago he never dreamed of. His 
earnings from riding are estimated con- 
servatively at $140,000 a year. In addition, 
Willie has an income-endowment policy 
that will pay him $120,000 in cash or $600 
a month for life when he becomes 42. He 
also owns an apartment house in Arcadia, 
plus several $10,000 real estate bonds that 
are federally insured. He is in partnership 
with Tiny Naylor, for whom he rides fre- 
quently, in a restaurant in Riverside that 
will be opened soon. He owns a new trailer 
in which he and his pretty 19-year-old wife, 
Ginny, live from track to track. Willie has 
two automobiles, a Cadillac and a Mer- 
cury. 

This is a long way from Fabens. Texas. 
where Willie was born on a cotton farm on 
August 19, 1951. He was the eldest of six 
boys, and when he was ten the family 
moved to El Monte, Calif. When Willie 
finished the 11th grade, a girl friend in- 
troduced him to a jockey who helped him 
land a job at the Suzy Q ranch of the 
late Tom Simmons. Shoemaker spent a 
year walking hots, mucking stalls, and 
hauling hay at the Puente ranch. 

“T had a lot of spills,” he says. “while 
learning to gallop horses.” 

Willie left the ranch for the race tracks. 
and his next job, at 16, was galloping 
horses for Hurst Philpot. who at the time 
was training the stable of the late C, S. 
Howard. He spent only a few months with 
the Howard stable and then, because the 


outfit was not going to Del Mar that sum. 
mer, Shoemaker was turned over to Train. 
er George Reeves, who was. 


It was Reeves, who still trains a success. 
ful public stable, who gave Willie his first 
chance. A few months later his riding en. 
gagements were taken over by Silbert, and 
Willie Shoemaker was on his way. 

Harry and Willie are more like father 
and son than agent and jockey. There has 
never been a contract—only an oral un- 
derstanding—between them. Until his mar- 
riage, Shoemaker lived with the Silberts, 
and Willie’s wife still calls the portly, 
cigar-chewing agent “Uncle Harry.” 

Willie’s style is strictly his own. He 
never has tried to copy any other jockey’s 
style. “I try to let a horse go along as 
easy as he can for the first part of a race,” 
Shoemaker explains, “and I continue to 
let him stride as far as possible before 
calling on him for his best.” Some jockeys 
may knock a horse out for months, but 
not Shoemaker. His mounts are ready for 
the next race in the condition book, 


Silbert is the man who deserves most 
of the credit for Willie’s spectacular suc- 
cess. A good agent must be many things— 
a strange mixture of adviser, handicapper, 
guardian, strategist. diplomat, clocker, 
friend; and, if he also happens to be a 
part-time seer, that’s not considered a 
drawback. Silbert is all these things to 
Shoemaker. 

By studying workouts, analyzing races, 
mixing with trainers. and knowing the 
owners, Silbert does a good job of getting 
Shoemaker on horses that are ready to 
win. With a jockey like Willie, it isn’t too 
difficult, because most trainers, when they 
feel their horses are ready, come to Silbert, 
almost pleading for Shoemaker to ride for 
them, Harry’s toughest task often is pick- 
ing the right horse from the many offers 
on hand. 

No one stable has a call on Shoemaker’s 
services, but Silbert gives preference to 
R. H. McDaniel. who trains a large public 
stable that provides plenty of action, Allen 
Drumheller, Reggie Cornell, and Buster 
Millerick. all are top trainers with a heavy 
percentage of winners. Most of Willie’s 
victories are for them. He rode 150 win- 
ners last year for McDaniel. 

Silbert is the dynamo of the team; 
Willie is the one who goes along quietly, 
never getting excited or ruffled, Silbert was 
the one who set a goal of 500 victories for 
the year for Shoemaker. but Willie was 
the one who decided to quit riding near 
the end of the year, when the goal was 
almost in sight, and take a vacation. 

Why? 

“We figured that by riding on Sundays 
at Caliente, we might have reached 500.” 
Silbert explained later, “but Bill didn’t 
like the idea of moving to another track 
and cutting in on jockeys who get to ride 
only once a week. He didn’t want to take 
anything away from others.”

A Link in Michigan 


James H. Inglis, commissioner of racing 
in Michigan, told THe Bioop-Horse this 
week that a son-in-law of Santo (Sam) 
Perrone, accused of being the ringleader 
in a plot to kill CIO President Walter 
Reuther four years ago, is a substantial 
stockholder in Hazel Park. 


Following up on information that there 
was a family link between one of the 
track’s major stockholders and a bloody 
Detroit labor feud, THe BtLoop-Horse 
called Inglis for confirmation, The Michi- 
gan commissioner said that Perrone’s son- 
in-law, Augostino Orlando, held 60,000 
shares of stock in Hazel Park. He said 
the stock had a par value of $1 and ran 
an actual value of approximately $4.25. 

Perrone was one of two men accused in 
a Kefauver Crime Investigating Commit- 
tee report of 1951 as being paid by De- 
troit manufacturers to enlist assistance of 
“gangster friends” against labor leaders. 
The Detroit Stove Works and the Briggs 
Manufacturing Company were identified 
as the two firms. 

Inglis said that Orlando “has a police 
record in his own right.” He said that 
Orlando had been convicted and served 
time for strike-breaking. one of the sins 
charged to his father-in-law by the Ke- 
fauyer committee. 

Inglis said that Hazel Park never had 
included Orlando’s name in a listing of 
major stockholders, and it was not until 
this year that his and several other hold- 
ings were brought out. Inglis said that 
Hazel Park had held back the release of 
a complete list of stockholders because 
some of the names would have been “em- 
barrassing.” 

Ever since Inglis was appointed racing 
commissioner in Michigan he has been 
after Hazel Park to make complete re- 
ports of stockholders. One of his first 
acts was to withhold racing dates for the 
track until it purged “undesirable” per- 
sons from its ownership. The courts ruled 
against him on the question of‘ dates, but 
he’s never quit trying. 

He’s tried so hard that he’s probably put 
himself on the spot with some local poli- 
ticians in Michigan. For example: 

State Sen. Patrick Walsh. of Detroit. 
has introduced a bill in the Michigan 
legislature calling for appointment of a 
three-man State racing commission. The 
State now has a one-man commission— 
James H. Inglis. 

Said the Senator: “In view of the large 
financial return (over $7.000.000 last 
year), I believe it would be a good idea 
for the State to pay out the extra money 
to see that the sport is properly super- 
vised.” 

Those who enjoy peeking behind the 


printed word were wondering this week 
if Senator Walsh’s measure had not been 
dictated by politics. During the first year 
of commissioner Inglis’ term, he has kept 
up a running battle of wits with two race 
tracks in the Detroit area—Hazel Park, 
from which he has tried to withhhold dates 
because of “discrepancies” in its report of 
stockholders. and Detroit Race Course, 
from which he would take a harness meet- 
ing in event he is successful in making 
Hazel Park into a harness track, (See 
Tue Bioop-Horse of January 9, page 92.) 

Under Walsh’s plan, the commission 
would be made up of two men represent- 
ing one political party, one man from an- 
other, The commissioners’ terms would be 
staggered, so that one commissioner would 
be replaced each year. Each commissioner 


would receive an annual salary of $10,000, 
Inglis now receives $5.000 a year. 


N. Y. Tracks Watch Albany 


New York operators of running-horse 
tracks this week cast a wary eye to Albany 
where Gov. Thomas E. Dewey announced 
a proposal to increase the State’s take 
from harness tracks. Thoroughbred tracks 
want the State to reduce its take. 

In 1953 the State collected $17,000,000 
from harness tracks, and the tracks kept 
$25.000.000, If the harness tracks made 
less money, there would be less incentive 
for racketeers, the Governor said... 

“One of the evils of harness racing is 
that there’s too much loose money. around,

Quickie Decisions 


Amateur Productions at Gulfstream 


by Jeremiah Courtney 


Gulfstream Park has announced that it 
will use industrial television at its forth- 
coming meeting in March to speed up de- 
cisions on foul claims. A closed television 
circuit will connect the stewards’ stand 
with the film-patrol laboratory and the 
room from which the jockeys will make 
their foul claims. 


“Racing fans are geared for action, and 
long delays while reaching a decision on 
any claim of foul has always been very 
vexing to them,” James Donn, president 
of Gulfstream Park. explained. “In the 
past it was necessary for our stewards to 
travel downstairs to the administration 
building to interview the riders, after which 
they consulted the filmed running of the 
race. With the introduction of industrial 
television. which can be seen only on their 
own screen, these operations can now be 
completed in a few minutes. Should sev- 
eral foul claims occur in one afternoon 
it means a substantial saving in time.” 


Jockeys lodging a foul claim will do so 
from a small room under the grandstand, 
facing a television camera which will re- 
produce their images on a private TV 
receiver in the stewards’ room, Two-way 
communication between the steward and 
jockey quarters will be maintained by an 
inter-communications system. permitting 
the stewards to grill the jockey claiming 
the foul without loss of time—and with no 
less of facial gestures and (maybe) grim- 
aces. 

As soon as a jockey’s foul claim has 
been heard, films of the race will be viewed 
by the stewards in the stand by a special 
“monitor” screen permitting immediate de- 
cision, In the press announcement regard- 
ing the TV installation, Mr. Donn stated 
that the track expected to save up to five 
minutes on a claim of foul. 


Now that we've spelled the name of the 
track correctly and mentioned the month 
of the meeting, let’s see what the impli- 
cations are for racing. To begin with, 
there’s a jockey down in Charleston whose 
debut on TV is long overdue. Although he 
doesn’t usually go in for claiming fouls— 
his forte is to.come a’whipping and a’rid- 
ing down the short stretch on equally 
short-priced favorites that just fail to get 
up for third—he’s quite an actor. He and 
his tribe deserve more than a closed-circuit 


TV audience, even though it be composed — 


of such appreciative observers as a group 
of racing stewards. 

Then. too, it has been suspected for a 
long time that racing stewards are not 
selected for their visual acuity, a legend 
first popularized by Joe Palmer. There are 
some persons who therefore will question 
the ability of stewards to see moving ob- 
jects even on a television receiver propped 
before their eyes at a range normally re- 
served for studies of the “form.” 

This is not to disparge Mr. Donn’s con- 
cern for the comfort of his patrons, al- 
though the only time I ever noticed the 
length of time it takes the stewards to 
decide a foul claim is after the last race. 

I am afraid. however, that Mr. Donn’s 
concern for the unremitting action of his 
patrons, through the latest scientific in- 
ventions. is destined to make its greatest 
contribution to racing in exploding the 
myth long held by our leading horsemen 
and handicappers. Weight will stop a 
train, they tell you. But obviously not one 
of Mr. Donn’s stewards. Long after loco- 
motion has gone the way of sight, you can 
wheel the stewards up before the TV re- 
ceiver. turn on the TV. and leave them 
go about their quick decisions. 

A bourbon and soda boy. and hurry, 
please. I can’t stay more than three weeks, 
and I’m already behind on my action.

and gangsters move in. That situation will 
not continue,” he said, 

Governor Dewey said he hadn’t decided 
what the State’s take from harness racing 
should be, and he wouldn’t know until the 
Moreland Act Commission (organized to 
investigate scandals in harness racing) 
makes its report. Under the current for- 
mula, the State and track keep 15 per cent 
of the handle, of which the State’s share 
is scaled between 714 per cent for New 
York City tracks and 10 per cent for up- 
state tracks. 

The increase would be used to finance 
a $25,000,000 emergency fund for educa- 
tion. 


$20 Million to New Jersey 


The State of New Jersey last year re- 
ceived $20,709,499.77 from racing at its 
three Thoroughbred and one _ harness 
tracks. The New Jersey State Racing Com- 
mission, in its annual report to the Gover- 
nor, said this represented a 15 per cent in- 
crease over 1952. 

The commission said that, in the 13 
years that pari-mutuel betting has been 
conducted in New Jersey, the State has 
received more than $111,000,000 in taxes. 
breakage, uncashed tickets, licenses, and 
fines. 

The pari-mutuel tax last year netted the 
State $17,383,890.03. The breakage was 
$3,172.411.44, and unredeemed mutuel 
tickets amounted to $142,427. 

There was a total of 150 days of racing 
at Atlantic City Race Course, Monmouth 
Park, and Garden State Park. and 50 days 
of racing at Freehold Raceway. a trotting 
track. 

According to the commission’s report, 
2,679,548 persons bet $260,786,625 in 1953, 
and the tracks distributed $6,179.360 in 
purses. Garden State was the leading track 
with an attendance total of 1,004,865. a 
pari-mutuel handle of $98,460,247, and a 
purse distribution of $2,222,120. Mon- 
mouth and Atlantic City followed in that 
order. 

The report included comments from 
chairman Hugh L. Mehorter on the com- 
mission’s plans for security: 

“In order that the commission will be 
in complete possession and have perman- 
ent files of all information obtained 
through fingerprints, it kept its own finger- 
printing program during the past racing 
season, . . . Under the program now for- 
mulated every employee at a New Jersey 
track will have an _ identification card 
showing that he has been fingerprinted by 
the New Jersey State Racing Commission.” 

The commission reconmended that all 
transfers of stock in racing associations be 
submitted to the commission for approval. 
Only stock transfers involving more than 
1 per cent of stock are reviewed at the 
present time. 


Gulfstream Talks Turf 


Gulfstream Park probably will have a 
turf course for its 1955 meeting, it was 
announced this week by James Donn. 
president of the track. 

The Gulfstream infield already has been 
inspected to determine if. a suitable turf 
course could be built, and “the only 
foreseeable problem is that of filling in 
slight penetrations of the infield lake near 
the head of the stretch.” 

If a turf course is built, Donn said that 
Gulfstream would schedule a “rich” stakes 
race on the grass, 


Ak-Sar-Ben Stakes 


Ak-Sar-Ben race track at Omaha. Neb.. 
this week announced the largest purse- 
distribution program in its history. Distri- 
bution for 35 days of racing. beginning 
May 20 and ending July 5. will total 
$526,000. 

The minimum purse has been increased 
to $1,500. There will be eight overnight 
handicaps at $3.500 and one at $4,000.

Big Expectations for Hialeah, 
Straight Face, and Some Others 


MIAMI 

The top news item here, aside from the 

opening of Hialeah Park on January 16, 

is Greentree Stable’s Straight Face, the 

fine looking son of Count Fleet that 

launched a successful comeback at Trop- 
ical Park early in the week. 


According to trainer George Poole, 
Straight Face will start in the Hialeah 
Inaugural, six furlongs; then, if all goes 
well, plans will be made to fly him January 
20 to California for the rich Maturity at 
Santa Anita Park, a race for 4-year-olds 
at a mile and a quarter on January 30. 

While no further plans have been made, 
Straight Face may be returned to Hialeah 
Park for the $100,000-added Widener 
Handicap, scheduled for Saturday, Febru- 
ary 20. He has been assigned 121 pounds 
for the Widener and the $100.000 Santa 
Anita Handicap. for which he also is a 
nominee. 


Jockey Ted Atkinson and Poole will 
follow Straight Face through his winter 
schedule. The stable is undecided who will 
train the Miami string during the absence 
of Poole. but it is likely that Francis 
(Pickles) Herzfield. stable foreman. will 
take charge. 

Straight Face looked good in his first 
comeback effort at Tropical Park; it took 
no more than a hand ride from Atkinson 
to beat seasoned sprinters with ease. He 
showed no traces of the knee trouble that 
bothered him last season, and he came 
out of the race as sound as he ever was. 


“We were mighty pleased with his race.” . 


said Poole. “He had been away from com- 
petition since the Kentucky Derby. you 
know, quite a spell on the sidelines. But 
he did all expected of him. That race 
indicated, I believe. that, he has all his 
speed, and it surely sharpened him for 
the Inaugural at Hialeah.” 

Atkinson was just as pleased. “It was 
a first-rate performance,” said Ted, “con- 
sidering he had been idle so long.” 


WHEEE! Hialeah Park’s opening will 
mark the beginning of big doings in this 
winter resort, Hialeah sets the pace in 
glamor and social functions, and lifts the 
scheme of things to its gaudiest heights. 
At the same time, Hialeah provides the 
best racing of the season here. Note the 
fact that 16 stakes will have an aggregate 
value of $510,000. 

As usual, many of the best horses in 
the country, as well as many competitors 
from foreign shores, are slated for the 


stakes program, richest in Hialeah’s meet- 
ing. Horses already on the scene include 
Hasty Road and *Turn-to, among the best 
of the 1953 2-year-olds, aiming at the 
$100.000 Flamingo; Grecian Queen, last 
year’s best 3-year-old filly; and such older 
stars as Straight Face, *Iceberg II, Alert- 
ed, Blue Man, Sub Fleet. *Olympic, Quiet 
Step, Ruhe, *Stan, Pomace, and Jamie K. 

The improvements made for the 1954 
meeting are not confined to a new $2,500.- 
000 club house, which will replace the one 
built 22 years ago by the late Joseph E. 
Widener. Improvements have also extended 
in the grandstand, the tropical gardens, 
lawns, and shrubbery. 

John C. Clark, president of Hialeah 
Park, still predicts gains in attendance 
and betting over last season’s meeting, de- 


spite the fact business was off about 10 © 


per cent at Tropical Park, whose 43-day 
meeting will close January 15. 

Clark played host to 750 guests last 
Sunday at Hialeah, kind of a preview of 
the new club house. 

The new club house. perhaps the most 
modern in the country, contains three 
acres of floor space, 5,000 seats, a dining 
room for 731 guests and six escalators,
